Classroom”" program, visiting fourth grades all over Lake
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County; and

WHEREAS, Jim Adams loved to sing and was a long-time former
member of the St. Gilbert's Choir; he also enjoyed gardening,

skiing, dancing, and exercising at the Gurnee Centre Club; and

WHEREAS, Jim Adams was preceded in death by his parents;
his 4 brothers, Ray, Don, Lloyd, and Bud Adams; his sister,

Margaret; and his sons-in-law, Ray Lindal and Tony Liberto; and

WHEREAS, Jim Adams is survived by his wife of 65 years,
